Intel Analysts’ Help Wanted 


U.S. agencies racing 
to entice new hires as 
staffing shortages loom 

WASHINGTON | U.S. counterterror- 
ism agencies are shopping for tal- 
ent at job fairs, dangling generous 
scholarships and luring staff from 
each other in a race to overcome a 
shortage of analysts that may only 
get worse with America’s new intel- 
ligence overhaul. 

The problem existed even before 
Congress and the White House 
approved an intelligence restruc- 
turing this month that creates posi- 
tions for people whose skills already 
are in high demand. 


There is no consensus across the 
nation’s 15 intelligence agencies on 
where staffing needs are the most 
acute. But few dispute that many 
more analysts are needed, par- 
ticularly in the departments and 
agencies created since Sept. 11, 
2001. The nearly two-year-old 
Homeland Security Department 
is a prime example. 

“If you had a hundred, we’d take 
them,” Pat Hughes, the Homeland 
Security Department’s top intelli- 
gence official, said in an interview 
earlier this year. “We have to look, 
search, test, assess. You don’t just 
get analysts off a tree. ... We need 
people, but we need good people.” 

To find them. Homeland 


Security and other agencies are 
heading to job fairs, often looking 
near military bases where civil ser- 
vice is part of the culture and peo- 
ple may have security clearances. 
They’re also trying to snag people 
from the private sector. 

Congress also is offering sweet- 
eners. 

Senate Intelligence Committee 
Chairman Pat Roberts, R-Kan., has 
created military- style scholar- 
ships for the intelligence commu- 
nity. Under the program, under- 
graduate and graduate students 
can receive up to $50,000 for two 
years of tuition if they agree to take 
needed jobs in an intelligence agen- 
cy for up to three years, (ap)

NEW YORK I A Methodist minis- 
ter who was defrocked for declar- 
ing that she’s a lesbian living with 
her partner is taking her case to a 
church appeals court. 

The Rev. Irene Elizabeth Stroud, 
of Philadelphia, was ousted Dec. 2 
for violating the United Methodist 
Church’s law against “self-avowed 
practicing homosexuals” in the 
clergy.

Stroud said she hesitated to 
appeal because she dislikes being 
in the spotlight, but “there are ques- 
tions the larger church needs to dis- 
cuss and wrestle with.” 

Stroud was tried by her own

panel of the Northeastern

CUDDALORE, INDIA I The buzz of 
grim conversation in the dark- 
ened morgue was broken by a man’s 
shriek as the small body was low- 
ered on a bed. “My son, my king!” 
wailed Venkatesh, hugging the limp 
shrouded bundle. 

Thousands of miles away in 
Indonesia, farmer Yusya Yusman 
aimlessly searched the beaches for 
his two children lost in Sunday’s 
tsunami. “My life is over,” he said 
emotionlessly. 

In country after country, chil- 
dren have emerged as the biggest 
victims of Sunday’s quake-born tidal 
waves — thousands and thousands 
drowned, battered and washed away 
by huge walls of water. 

“The power of this earthquake, 
and its huge geographical reach, 
are just staggering,” said UNICEF 
Executive Director Carol Bellamy. 
The U.N. organization estimates at 
least one-third of the tens of thou- 
sands who died were children, and 
the proportion could be up to half 

Children make up at least half 
of the population in Asia. Many of 
them work alongside their parents 
in the fishing or related industries in 
coastal areas, so they were in harm’s 
way when the tidal waves came. 

The scenes of unimagined grief 
were repeated across Asia. About 
half of the nearly 400 people who

Cuddalore to tell him their boy was 
missing, Venkatesh flew home and 
went straight to the morgue. 

There, he found his wife and 
daughter minutes before Suman’s 
body was brought in. “I never 
thought I would only see my son’s 
body,” cried Venkatesh. 

Within moments, an identifica- 
tion tag was tied to the boy’s hand 
and his body taken inside. As one 
of his relatives pulled him away, 
Venkatesh kept asking: “How can

Ukrainian Refuses to Concede Defeat 


PM says he will ‘never 
reeognize’ vote results 

KIEV, UKRAINE I Opposition lead- 
er Viktor Yushchenko celebrated 
his unassailable lead in Ukraine’s 
presidential election rerun, but his 
opponent refused to concede defeat 
Monday, saying he would challenge 
the results in the Supreme Court. 

“I will never recognize such a 
defeat, because the constitution 
and human rights were violated in 
our country,” Prime Minister Viktor

Yanukovych told reporters. 

Official results from Sunday’s 
vote, with ballots counted from 


99.89 percent of precincts, gave 
Yushchenko 52.01 percent com- 
pared to Yanukovych’s 44.18 per- 
cent. Yushchenko’s 2.3 million vote 
lead was insurmountable: fewer 
than 100,000 votes remained 
to be counted. Once the election 
commission releases its final pre- 
liminary results, both candidates 
have seven days to appeal. 

The vote was a rerun of the Nov. 
21 runoff, which the Supreme Court 
annulled after allegations of wide- 
spread fraud. Yanukovych had been 
named the winner of that vote, (ap) 


Russia, China Wiii 
Hoid Joint Military 
Exercises in ’05 

MOSCOW I Once-bitter rivals Russia 
and China will hold a massive joint 
military exercise on Chinese terri- 
tory next year involving submarines 
and possibly strategic bombers, 
Russia’s defense minister said. 

“For the first time in history, we 
have agreed to hold quite a large 
military exercise together with 
China on Chinese territory,” Sergei 
Ivanov said Monday at a Cabinet ses- 
sion chaired by President Vladimir 


Putin, according to the ITAR-Tass 
news agency. 

The exercises are expected to 
bolster burgeoning military ties 
between the two countries, and 
many observers saw the announce- 
ment as Russia’s response to a spat 
with the United States over the dis- 
puted election in Ukraine. Putin and 
other Russian officials allege that the 
United States improperly influenced 
the vote through funding democra- 
cy-building organizations.

Meanwhile, Sunni party pulls out of Iraqi vote 


BAGHDAD I A suicide car bomber 
killed 15 people Monday in trying 
to assassinate the head of Iraq’s 
strongest Shiite party before parlia- 
mentary elections next month, while 
the biggest Sunni Muslim political 
group dealt a blow to ballot plans 
by withdrawing from the campaign 
because of a lack of security. 

The bomber tried to drive his 
car through the gate at the home 
of Abdul Aziz al-Hakim, leader of 
the Supreme Council for the Islamic 
Revolution in Iraq, but detonated 
his explosives when guards blocked 


the way. Al-Hakim, who was inside, 
was not hurt. 

Al-Hakim heads the 228 -candi- 
date list of the United Iraqi Alliance, 
which includes parties and individ- 
uals from all Iraqi ethnic and reli- 
gious groups but is dominated by 
Shiites, who account for about 60 
percent of the country’s population. 
Backed by Iraq’s top Shiite cleric. 
Grand Ayatollah AH al-Sistani, 
the coalition is widely expected to 


dominate the postelection constitu- 
tional assembly and play a key role 
in formulating Iraq’s new national 
charter. 

Just hours after the blast, the 
leader of a moderate Sunni bloc, 
the Iraqi Islamic Party, announced 
that the group had reversed its ear- 
lier decision to take part in the Jan. 
30 elections. 

“The security situation keeps 
going from bad to worse and has 
to be dealt with,” Mohsen Abdel-

REDSKINS I The Washington 
Redskins will be without running 
back Clinton Portis, linebacker 
LaVar Arrington and cornerback 
Ade Jimoh for the season finale 
against the Minnesota Vikings. 

Also, cornerback Fred Smoot 
is unlikely to play after spending 
Sunday night in a Dallas hospital 
with a mild kidney bruise.

Logical or Not, Redskins Have Hope 


REDSKINS I Patrick Ramsey was 
midway through another opti- 
mistic spin Monday, discussing 
the Washington Redskins’ lack of 
execution on just a few vital plays, 
when he offered this insight: “I 
know it doesn’t seem logical, but I 
feel good about our future.” 

A couple of hours later, Joe Gibbs 
said the same thing, except that he 
tried to make it sound logical. 

“I do think we are close. ... It’s 
been close in fourth quarter,” the 
coach said. “We just haven’t won 
enough of those games.” 

The Redskins have been say- 


ing all season that they are close 
to becoming a good, contending 
team next season, but the stark 
facts indicate they are not close at 
all. Logic would indicate that a 5- 
10 team that struggles to score can’t 
expect to suddenly thrive without 
significant changes. 

The Redskins haven’t been 
able to win two straight. They 
haven’t beaten a team with a win- 
ning record. They’ve yet to win a 
game in which they’ve trailed. In 
Sunday’s 13-10 loss at Dallas, the 
offense failed to score more than 
one touchdown for the ninth time 


this season. 

That’s not close to being a good 
team at all. In fact, the Redskins 
are on the verge of being as bad as 
last year’s debacle of a team that 
went 5-11 and prompted coach 
Steve Spurrier to quit the NFL. 
The 5-10 record assures Gibbs of 
the worst season in his 13 -year 
career, and this is the first Gibbs 
team to amass 1,000 yards in pen- 
alties.

White’s Lung Ailment Cited 


Respiratory disease 
blamed for death of 
NFL defensive legend 

AU TO PS Y I NFL great Reggie White 
may have died because of a respira- 
tory disease combined with other 
health problems, a preliminary 
autopsy report said Monday. 

White most likely had a condi- 
tion that affected the amount of air 
his lungs could hold, resulting in 
“fatal cardiac arrhythmia,” said Dr. 
Mike Sullivan, the medical exam- 
iner for Mecklenburg County and 
a forensic pathologist. 

The report issued by Sullivan’s 


office also said sleep apnea may 
have been a factor. 

The report is a preliminary one; 
determining a final 
cause of death could 
take up to three 
months, Sullivan’s 
office said. 

White died 
on Sunday at 
Presbyterian 
Hospital in Huntersville after 
being taken there from his home 
in nearby Cornelius, N.C. 

White had sarcoidosis for sev- 
eral years, family spokesman Keith 
Johnson said Sunday. 

On its Web site, the American 


Lung Association describes sar- 
coidosis as a disease characterized 
by the presence of small areas of 
inflamed cells that can attack any 
organ of the body but is most fre- 
quently found in the lungs. 

A public viewing will be held 
Wednesday at A.L. Jinwright 
Funeral Service in Charlotte. A 
private service also will be held. 

A two-time NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year and ordained 
minister who was known as the 
“Minister of Defense,” White played 
15 seasons with Philadelphia, Green 
Bay and Carolina. He retired after 
the 2000 season as the NFL’s career 
sacks leader with 198. (ap)

Boston and Anaheim must pay 
baseball’s luxury tax along with 
the New York Yankees, according 
to final figures compiled by the 
commissioner’s office. 


The Yankees are required to pay 
$25,026,352, according to a Dec. 21 
memorandum that was sent to all 
major league teams. Boston owes 
$3,155,234 for exceeding the pay- 
roll threshold of $120.5 million and 
Anaheim got a bill for $927,059. 

In 2003, the first year of the 


new luxury tax, the Yankees 
were the only team to pay, owing 
$11,798,357, according to the team’s 
latest revised bill. 

Because they exceeded the 
threshold a second time, the 
Yankees were taxed at a rate of 30 
percent for the amount they were 
over. Boston and Anaheim were 
taxed at a 22.5 percent rate, (ap)

The Late Late Shift 


Craig Ferguson brings 
diverse background, 
brogue to late night 

TELEVISION! Craig Ferguson doesn’t 
fit the mold of the typical late-night 
talk show host — and doesn’t plan 
to be one. 

Ferguson doesn’t yet know exact- 
ly where he’s going to take “The Late 
Late Show,” the CBS gig he’ll start 
in mid-January. But there’s one 
thing the former standup come- 
dian — best known to American 
audiences as the boss on “The Drew 
Carey Show” — knows for certain: 
It isn’t all about the laughs. 

There’s the comedic portion at 
the opening of the show, but that’s 
not the sum of what Ferguson’s look- 
ing for in a talk show. Ferguson says 
he considers “The Late Late Show” 
as a conversation with his guests. 

“During that conversation we 
maybe angry, we may laugh, we may 
get upset, we may remember things 
that make us sad,” Ferguson said. 
“That’s what the show is, isn’t it? It’s 
a 45 -minute conversation. I have no 
agenda about hitting a laugh every 
45 seconds. I don’t care about that.” 

The Scottish-born Ferguson 
has spent a career going his own 
way. Even with seven years on an

American sitcom, Ferguson has 
made time for his own projects. 

He wrote, acted and executive 
produced an independent film 
called “The Big Tease” that came 
out in 1999. He was a producer of 
and an actor in “Saving Grace,” 
which was released a year later. 
And his 2003 directorial debut, 
“I’ll Be There,” won the top prize 
at the Aspen Comedy Festival. 

When he got the call to step in 
as one of the guest hosts to possi- 
bly replace Craig Kilborn, Ferguson 
was putting the finishing touches 
on something decidedly un- show- 
businesslike: a dark comedic novel 
that doesn’t yet have a publisher. 

“It all comes together, doing 
standup, acting, riding a motorbike, 
they all work in somehow,” Ferguson 
said. “That’s why I think I’m attract- 
ed to the job, because it requires 
all the resources that you have.” 
As for specific changes, Ferguson 
says he’s likely to change the music 
and the opening sequence. 

“That’s about it for now. These 
are just cosmetic changes. They are 
not major things,” he said. “I will 
find my way over time. To walk in 
there and change everything on 
Day One would be a terrible arro- 
gance and I’m not going to do that.”

After 18 years of 
misfires, ‘Phantom’ 
appears in theaters 

FILM I It’s been an 18 -year journey, 
but the ghostly hero in Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s “The Phantom of the 
Opera” has finally been coaxed out of 
the shadows and onto the big screen. 

Lloyd Webber, the iconic com- 
poser behind “Cats,” “Jesus Christ 
Superstar” and “Evita,” says he has 
wanted to make a film of the goth- 
ic romance since his show debuted 
in London in 1986. But a number 


of obstacles — including his 1990 
divorce from muse and “Phantom” 
stage star Sarah Brightman, 
Hollywood’s lack of interest in musi- 
cals and a worldwide collective of 
aggressive stage producers — kept 
the musical off the screen before now. 

The play’s story originates from a 
serialized novel by Gaston Leroux, 
published in 1911. Lloyd Webber 
became entranced by it when he 
picked up an old copy and began 
writing the music for Brightman. 

In the mid-1990s, Lloyd Webber 
began another push to make the 
movie but was met with resis-

tance from studio executives. In 
those years before the Oscar-win- 
ning “Chicago” and surreal-pop 
“Moulin Rouge!” many producers 
couldn’t fathom investing big money 
in a musical, a format they believed 
had little drawing power. 

Eventually, Lloyd Webber used 
$85 million of his considerable for- 
tune to finance the film himself. 

Although there have been an 
estimated 65,000 performances 
of the show in 18 countries — each 
one evaporates except in memory. 
A film would be, in Lloyd Webber’s 
words, “a fantastic document.” 

“The most exciting thing about 
it,” he said, “is to feel that this one 
is a version of the stage show that, 
I hope, will be around forever.”

The music network 
heads overseas to 
tap vast new markets 

Dreams of world domination must 
be hard to resist for MTV execu- 
tives at a party at the Kremlin, 
with a Russian diva and Queen 
ducting on “We Will Rock You” 
and Russian soldiers performing 
a hip-hop dance routine. 

MTV Networks will reach a 
milestone in February with the 
start of an MTV outlet in Africa, 
the company’s 100th channel world- 
wide and first there. 

MTV and its sister networks 
have blanketed the world in an 
aggressive expansion drive. 

Much of it is the work of Bill 
Roedy, who joined MTV shortly 
after its first international net- 
work, MTV Europe, opened in 
Amsterdam in 1987. 

Of the 100 worldwide networks, 
43 are some variation of MTV — 
such as Africa’s new network, MTV

Base. Twenty-three are Nickelodeon 
offshoots, 15 are VHls and the rest 
include networks that MTV’s par- 
ent company, Viacom, owns. 

MTV estimates that at least 
one of its networks is available 
in one -third of the world’s homes 
with televisions. About 80 percent 


of its viewership is outside of 
the United States. 

The United States is a 
“mature” market with limited 
expansion possibilities, Roedy 
said. “The long-term future is 
international.” 

There’s a Nickelodeon in 
Nepal, and a Nickelodeon Nordic 
dubbed in Swedish, Norwegian and 
Danish. Launched last year, MTV 
Guangdong is available to 77 million 
homes in China and Hong Kong. 
MTV Indonesia includes a regular 
call to prayer for its Islamic audi- 
ence. MTV Australia films a ver- 
sion of “Total Request Live” from 


Sydney Harbor. 

Each channel reflects the local 
culture, Roedy said. MTV in Japan 
is very edgy, tech- oriented, while 
the stylistic MTV in Italy has food 
programming. 

Programming is a mix of 
American shows, versions of for- 
mats developed in America — 
such as Australia’s “TRL” or video 
awards shows — and original unique 
material. 

“Real World” is MTV’s most pop- 
ular show in the United States, but 
international audiences have little 
patience for self-absorbed young 
Americans living together. 


Jessica and Ashlee Simpson 
have big followings overseas. The 
most popular MTV offering inter- 
nationally is the auto makeover 
show “Pimp My Ride.” It’s made 
host Xzibit a worldwide star, said 
Brian Graden, MTV/VHl enter- 
tainment president. 

MTV in Germany is even mak- 
ing a pilot for a variation: “Pimp 
My Bicycle.” 

Some locally produced shows 
have also done well in their own 
cultures. For example, “Megaliga” 
on MTV Brasil turns VJs into ani- 
mated characters with superpow- 
ers.

Salut! Thank you for making such 
magical films. What has been your 
inspiration? 

In French, we say there’s 10 per- 
cent inspiration and 90 percent per- 
spiration. 

What was it about the novel that 
sparked your interest in adapting 
“A Very Long Engagement” into a 
screenplay? 

Three different things: My fasci- 
nation with WWI, the opportunity 
to recreate the ’20s in Paris and, of 
course, the character of Mathilde. 

How do you think your style of 
movie making (planning, story- 
boards, sound recording, special 
effects) compares to your contem- 
poraries and to French filmmakers 
of the past? 

I don’t feel French. Luckily my 
films are released everywhere in the 
world and in France. For French 
people, I come from another plan- 
et. 

In the DVD of “Amelie,” you talk 
about accenting colors. Is that col- 
oring technique one you plan to use 


in all of your films? 

Yes, the digital tool is very useful. 
For “Engagement” we spent seven 
weeks to fix the color and we made 
digital masks to fix just a certain 
part of the picture because I pay 
attention to the aesthetics. 

Your films are the most original and 
refreshing I’ve ever seen. How long 
did it take to make this film? Where 
did most of the filming take place? 

We spent two years to make the 
film. We shot in Brittany, Corsica, 
and we made the trench in a mil- 
itary camp in France. Only the 
shooting was 22 weeks. 

Which directors are your favorites? 

Two very important films in 
my life when I was a teenager 
were “Once Upon a Time in the 
West” by Sergio Leone, and “A 
Clockwork Orange” from Stanley 
Kubrick. And later, “Citizen Kane” 
by Orson Welles and “Night of the 
Hunter” by Charles Laughton.
